Broken 
down according to position on tits list by party! first place has 3 XPOo bob- 
boro, 1 BAP aeaber, 2 without party affiliation, and 3 froa other organisa- 
tions j second place has 1 BO neater, 1 SPOo neater, 2 without party affilia- 
tion, and 2 froa the KF0e| third place Is held by 1 DO neater, 3 without 
party affiliation, 2 f ran tho XPOo, and 1 aeaber of the SPOe.
